Tbo corre- 
spondent says that the better part 
of three German divisions crumbled 
to pieces before one Australian'unit. 
The Germans appeared to have felt 
some sort of nameless terror similar

The capture of Peronne, according 


to the correspondent, should turn 
the enemy's present line and hasten 
his retreat. 


The gigantic offensive of the

Given Out 


To the end that there may be the largest possible conservation.of white paper, the War Industries Board has is- 


sued the following orders to all newspapers: 


1. Discontinue the acceptance of the return of unsold copies. 
2. Discontinue sending papers after date of expiration unless subscription is renewed and paid for. (This 


ruling to be effective October 1, 1518.) 


3. Discontinue the use of all samples or free promotion copies. 
. 


4. Discontinue giving copies to anybody except for office working copies or where required by statute 
' 
• law in the case of official advertising. 


5. Discontinue giving free copes to advxrtisers, except not more than one copy each for checking purposes. 


The-Capital Times has given its fullest co-operation to all war time activities authorized by.the National administra- 


tion and has cheerfully complied with'all orders affecting its business. This policy must continue and it therefore asks 
its patrons for their co-operation in order that the above rules may be complied with in both spirit and in letter. 


Subscribers are asked to note Rule 2. It provides that papers must be discontinued at the expiration of subscrip-

ABOR DAY this year of 1918 belongs to the whole world. 
It will cease to be associated solely with organizations rep- 


resenting 3,000,000 wage earners, for all who are enlisted in the

! States and they are now counted as about 35,000,000.

September 5, 1S82. Great days are stepping stones in history. 
Sometimes they are not recognized by the men and women who 
pass over them and sometimes they come heralded, bringing 
with them a sense of their true significance. This September
